Government, or many Governments, entirely 
native; and to secure this end they are 
endeavouring, first of all, to excite the masses 
ofthe people by Pouring our torrents of calumny, 
and secondly, to incite the native troops, and 


more especially the Sikhs, who are’ dreaded! 


throughout India, to overt mutiny.” 

“To quit India—and that, and nothing else, 
is the demand made on us—would be to 
abandon three hundred millions of people for 
whom we are morally trustees to all the evils 
of anarchy, without securing to them any of 
the advantages of independence. They do not 
perceive it, but it is a certainty that the 
withdrawal of Great Britain would be followed 
almost instantly by a partition of India among 
the Great Powers, both of Earope and Asia, 
who would spring at once—France upon Barma 
and Eastern Bengal, Russia upon the Northern 
Provinces, Germany upon Bombay and its 
hinterland, and China through Nepal upon 
Bengal proper, which they would regard as 
grand prizes, securing to them revenue and 
the monopoly of the vast markets for which 
they are all hangering. It is simply impossible 
for us.to destroy in this way our own prestige, 
and to upset the general order of the world with- 
out any reason which can appeal éither to our 


interests, our consciences, or Oui alge 
that there are races in the world’ which are 
still in the position-of minors, who must until 
they are full-grown be guided by other brains 
than their own.”

PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. 


Continuing our reference to the report of Dr. 
Gostehlich on the Sanitary Services of the 
Municipality, we turn to his remarks on the 
work done by the’ “Bureau des Meurs”. The 
control exercised by this bureau is of great 
public importance, but, as Dr. Gostchlich points 
out, any really efficient supervision is im- 
possible among Europeans, firstly we should 
say, on acconnt of the laxity of the regulations 
necessitated by the Capitulations, and secondly 
owing to the continual movement from one 
place to another and from this town to others 
of Egypt and abroad. The statistics given by 
the director of the Sanitary Services show 
that the proportion ot diseased persons under 
observation is alarmingly high, the percentages 
for 1906 being 45 among natives and 30 
among Europeans, as compared with the res- 
pective average percentages of 36 and 21 for 
the triennial period of 1903 to 1905. 

We append Dr. Got@phlich’s report on this 
service :—

Drivkine Water Suppiry.—Dr. Gotschlich 
next deals with the drinking water supply of 
Alexandria. The Jewel filters which are in use 
coutinue to work to the entire satisfaction of 
the sanitary authorities. As regards the clarifi- 
cation 6f water coming from the filters, it is 
declared that this is almost always of perfect 
limpidity. In spite of the fact that the water 
straight from the Mahmoudieh canal is some- 
times so disturbed that one can distinguish 
nothing through a bed of only one centimetre’s 
depth, the filtered water almost invariably is 
transparent up to and beyond 200 cm. The 
water from each filter is examined daily from 
the point of view of transparence, and it was 
only on nine occasions that the figure was 
inferior to the above. Even on those days, 
however, when the limpidity of the water was 
below normal, the quality of the water has 
always been irreproachable from a bacteriologi 
eal point of view. The monthly average of the 
number of bacteria in one cubic centimetre of 
filtered water never. exceeded 27, while the 
number of bacteria in the equivalent quantity 
of unfiltered water was about 4,700, whilst the 
highest figure reached for filtered water was 
67, which shows an excellent comparisoa with 
more than 19,000 in unfiltered water. The 
filters are cleaned twice a week in the presence 
of sanitary inspectors, and it is notable that 
fifteen minutes after having been cleaned they 
invariably recovered their normal efficacy. Dur- 
ing 1906 there were 18,483 subscribers to the 
filtered water in town afid 27 in Ramleh, with 
a daily water supply of 32,100 cubic metres, 
as compared with 29,000 cubic metres in 1905 
supplied to 15,427 snbseribers.

Anxiety is being expressed in some quar- 
ters as to what may be the result in the 
early autumn of the unquestioned demand 
for gold which will be sequired for the 
moving of the cotton crop in Egypt.

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THE PRISONS REPORT. 


PRISON INDUSTRIES. 


(By W. Devanoy, Director or Prisow 
. IypustRrizs), 


The Industrial Department during the past 
year has made a further increase in profits, 
I am enabled therefore to give a satisfactory 
return of the goods inade and sold by this 
Department. 

We purchased material to the value of 
L.E. 6,500 in excess of last year, and manu- 
factured goods for L.E. 7,800 more. Our 
profits are L.E. 1,451 larger and our Josses 
LE. 100 less, viz LE. 14,945 profit net for 
1906 “as compared with L.E, 18,494 for 1905 
after deducting the wages of. instractors and 
all other charges connected with manufactur- 
ing wear and tear, delivery, ete. coming under 
the heading of incidental. : expenses. which 
amounts this year to a total of L.B..10,928. 
As I have previously mentioned no allowance 
or account is made for services rendered within 
the walls of a prison. The present accoonts 
refer to the manual labour of, prisonera for 
trading purposes only. Our ine sales, to 
other Government Departments, Fron to 
L.E. 686 over those of” last year Boots and 
brushes are the trades that have been: least 
successful. Turnery, doormatsand khus'are more 
or less subject to local conditions, and vary year 
by year. Weaving, the production of prisoners 
clothing, is now completely mastered. The 
sapply of better and more modern looms has 
enabled usto do away with the obsolete wooden 
looms and to product a superior cloth. We 
ate now in a position to snpply our own 
requirements, but to deal with any outside 
weaving we should have to consider the 
questions of giving Alexandria and Cairo 
the same looms as 'Toorah and distribnting 
their present ones to the provincial prisons, 
Carpenters, saddlers, laundry, libdahs, farm 
and gardens, gypsum and lime, bricks, ato- 
nes and extra mural labour all give increased 
and excellent results. These trades have been 
full employed. Each prison increased its turn- 
over except Toorah and Sohag: the latter 
owing to the transfer of prisoners to Keneh. 
We have had an exposition of our goods, 
ete, at the Tantah Agricultural show, we 
afterwards received many enquiries and haye 
sold a considerable quantity of our manu- 
factared articles to the local administra- 
tions. At the present moment almost every 
workshop is fully occupied, showing that 
every prisoner is employed and being taught 
apuseful trade which he can turn. to his 
own account. in his town or village after 
release. I might mention at this point in 
dealing with Industrial Labour, it is impos- 
sible to attain ahigh level of etliciency in 
training ; to show and demonstrate to old 
and invariably hardened men how to gain 
a living after the expiration of their sen 
tences is more our aim, 

Taking the average age as 28, it will be 
found that bad habits have become established 
firmly, at the same time this class of offender 
generally enters with a worthless mind and in 
a still greater degree worthless hand.as regards 
industry. It would be useless to instruct a 
fellah or donkey boy from seme obscure village, 
in the latest up-to-date methods of producing 
woodwork, weaving, ironwork, shoemaking, 
ete., by the best modern machinery and send 
him back to his “balad” where such machinery 
does not exist, and not likely to in his genera- 
tion. The intellect of the average prisoner 
begins to decline at this period of his life, so 
that in my opinion, he had better learn how to 
gain a livelihood by a tool within his power of 
purchase thap await the chance of employment 
atan improbable local up-to-date factory. He 
might find work or if anxious could commence 
on his own account as a jobber in woodwork, 
ironwork, or become a weaver, or cobbler in the 
“Souk” without much capital; a few piastres 
will procure his stock in trade, There are 16 
of these industries in'the prisons. 

The question of extra mural labour which 
is very profitable was daly considered at the 
International Penitentiary Congress lately 
held at Buda Pesth. The Congress affirmed 
the principle of extra moral employment and 
specially recommended jt. in the case of: Ist 
prisoners of rural origin. 2nd vagrants and 
drunkards. 3rd_tuberculons subjects. 

‘The Governors of the Cellular Prisons Rome, 
the convict prison Poissy (France) and Mar- 
bourgh (Hungary): said the effect. of open air 
employment operates most beneficially in im- 
proving the morale and conduct of” prisoners 
and gave statisties aml particulars, 

The mark system j being more carefully 
applied, so that: prisohers seo that it is on the 
degree of. assiduity! that their privileges de- 
pend. The increasing industries are now taxing 
the workshop accommodation to the utmost, 
more room is greatly needed as well as further 
provision of flooring, paving, ete., within the 
shops which is mainly financial, I am con- 
vineed we are steadily improving ‘and. esta- 
blishing our position all round in manufactur 
ing ; the increase in incidental expenses points 
out our system: of charging proper Ptices for 
the work turned out,°and that we do not 
misplace any debits to show fictitious Profits, 
it also enables us year by year to pay close 
attention to the trade requiring it. From thé 
orders and enquiries to hand the year closes 


with improved prospects.

THE SITE OF MEMPHIS. 


THE BRITISH BXPLORATIONS. 


The proposal’ of the British School of 
Archwology in Egypt, of which Professor 
Flinders Petrie is the Director, is being 
most favourably received, and subscriptions 
are coming in well. The task will bea great 
one, ‘as the area to be cleared comprises 
over a hundred acres. Such’ great work has 
however, been undertaken by other societies, 
of nations, as, for example, the fourteen 
years’ work of the, Egypt, Exploration Fund 
at Deir el Bahri, whi 
pleted, after the expenditure of many thou- 
sands of pounds. Again, for more than 20 
years. the French . have been working on 
the. explorations of Tello jn Southern’ Baby- 
lonia.’ “The . German work at Olympia, and 
that of the Americans at Nippar all show how 
Great undertakings can be, carried ont. In this 
country all “great works of exploration are 
left to. private enterprise—Government work 
being confined tothe, work of ‘the British 
Museum in Assyria and the Sudan. The site of 
Memphis’ presents considerable difficulty, for 
thuch)of it is under cultiyation by the Villagers 
of Mitrahineh—who will require. to ‘be com- 
Pensated, but if the money is forth coming 
this will present little trouble. ‘I'he prospects 
of good results are great. The chief building 
was the Temple of Ptab, the House of Life,” 
founded probably by Menes, of which consider- 
able remains were extant in the seventh 
century after the Christian era—but this 
edifice and ‘others became the stone quarry 
used by the ‘Arabs in building Cairo. 

Most of the Pharaohs made important ad- 
ditions to the edifice—the ‘Kings of the Sixth 
and Twelfth Dynasty resided there, and Amen- 
em-hat III built a great pylon, Rameses II. 
was a lavish donor to this shrine, and placed 
in front of it great colossi over fifty feet high— 
one of which in a fallen position may be seen 
among the palm groves of the villages. In later 
times Psammitfehos built a Portico, but his 
chief work was the court of the Sacred Apis 
bulls, the colonnade of which Herodotus des- 
cribes as fall of sculptured figures instead of 
pillars. It must be remembered that the Sera- 
peum, or tomb, of the Apis) bulls, discovered 
by Marriette, was near Memphis, Adjacent to 
the temple of Ptah was that of Isis, Very im 
portant results are, however, expected from 
the exploration of the temple of the Asiatic 
Aphrodite, which stood in the centre of the 
Pheeuician quarter, é 

Here should be found traces of the foreign 
trade of Egypt, especially with the Bgean and 
Crete, as well as with Phenicia and Asia 
Minor. Here also may be found traces of the 
Assyrian conquerors, Eserhaddon and Assur- 
banipal.

Tt was the artists of Memphis who produced 
the best of the sculptures which decorated the 
Princely tombs in the necropolis of Sakkarra, 
such works as the paintings ‘and sculptures of 
the tombs of Ti, Mera, and| the fine work to 
be seen in the Egyptian annexe of the British 
Museum. So also from Memphis come such 
world-celebrated statues as those of Ra-hotep 
and Nefert, or the seated soribe in the Cairo 
Masenm, or the statue of An-khe-ka in the 
British Moseum. With such earnest of good 
results, it: is to be hoped that all lovers of 
archeology and art will help to see the loan 
started on a sound basis.
